FOREWORD 


Missouri  Mineral  Production  in  1983  was  not  as  plentiful  as  in 
past  years.  However  the  future  looks  bright  for  Missouri. 
Employment  improved  from  1982  and  production  was  up  the  last 
quarter  of  1983. 

Our  1983  Safety  Record  was  marred  by  3  fatalities,  but  the 
frequency  rate  of  Metal  Mines  was  5.50  compared  to  the  National 
average  of  30.65.  Cominco  American,  Inc.,  Magmont  Mine  received 
the  Sentinels  of  Safety  Award  for  Metal  Mining. 

In  Coal,  our  1983  frequency  rate  was  15.07  with  the  national 
average  being  16.10. 

Our  accident  rate  for  Clay  and  Shale  was  very  good  for  the  year. 
We  do  not  have  an  actual  rate,  due  to  the  fact  that  much  of  this 
mining  is  contracted. 

Our  department  received  excellent  cooperation  from  the  mining 
companies  and  labor  organizations.
